in Face of Bulldog Tenacity of

BULLETIN, 


LONDON, MAY 4.— Sixt Von Amim had an afterthc 


today which probably saved him from duplicating the dis 
aster which his vain onslaughts of last Monday cost. 
after-thot was suggested by the terrific counter bom 
ment with which the Franco -British batteriestgreeted 
German drumfire along the twenty -five mile front betwgif 
Nieppe to Seilebeeke. So the German commander gave ^p 
the new Flanders battle before it had gotten beyond the 
artillery stage. It was the most encouraging success to 
the allies' credit since March 21. 


When Field Marshal Haig early this morning reported 


that the crescendo of the German shelling had been reach- 
ed, everybody looked for a renewal of the infantry com- 
bats. Thus the first word from British headquarters this 
evening to the effect that the Germans did not follow the 
fierce artillery bombardment by infantry attacks, came as 
a great surprise. Haig did not omit an explanation. 


"The enemy's bombardment this morning southwest of Ypres," said he in 


his night bulletin, "was vigorously replied to by the British and. French ar- 
tillery. No attacks -developed." 
The telling answer of the allies' guns indu- 


bitalbly convinced the Germans that the hour is not ripe to make'a new try. 
More guns and troop* are needed by Von Amim before he can hape to suc- 
cessfully repeat the effort. For hia second failure on the same front he will 
in all probability be relieved of his command.

The plan of The Coshocton County War Relief Association is briefly 


18 To raise, without waste of effort, a single large fund of $150,000 with 


which to meet every legitimate demand made upon the county for any war 
needs. 


It is offered as a substitute for the system which has made necessary a 


separate money-raising campaign for each separate need as it develops. 


Prompt, Efficient 
Service 


Through the plan now being worked out by The Coshocton County 


War Council, it will be made possible for every man, woman and child in 
the county to give liberally and almost at their own convenience to this 
great cause so vital in winning the war. The payments may be made month- 
ly, quarterly, semi-annually or annually in advance. 


The fund will be administered by the Board of Control of The Co- 


shocton County War Relief Association, the Board of Control to consist 
of twelve representative men of the county. 


The Goal— $150,000 


They have carefully estimated the probable amounts Coshocton county 


will have to raise during 1918, and have found that at least $150,000 will ^be 
needed to establish a fund for all war needs, raised and distributed for tne 
entire county, regardless of race, creed or color. In ^^"^ 
goal at $150,000 it is regarded as a minimum, and it is confidently expect- 
ed that it will be largely oversubscribed.
